THE POLITICAL MEETING. 

We have bail many public moetiiiigs on 
Vancouver Island ; but never has tbero been 
so linrmoiiloua an assemblage collected lo- 
gjatber on any public question as the moo' ing 
on Saiurttuy evening. Harmonious it wus 
almost to a fuult ; lor where tho apeukers 
aro all on otic side there is it kind of monotony 
sometimes and oven tcJiousnesa. Opposition 
brings out tbo argument as well as the latent 
powers of (bo speaker, and gives a Bpiee and 
variety to the proceedings. If we look, bow- 
ever, at results — and they arc really the im- 
portant things alter all— tin ruoelin:; on 
.Saturday night was tho most suocesslul 
political gathering that has yet mot on Van- 
couver Island. Every class ol tbo citizens 
of Victoria was represented, and all gave cxr 
prossion to the one opinion. The merchant 
joined with tho mechanic, tho tradesman with 
the unskilled laborer — the tree porter and the 
tarillilc fraternized ; every diversity of inur- 
est, in fact, agreed on one point, and that 
was retrenchment. Tho action of the House 
of Assembly — '• the crude schemes ol the 
Club" — were sustained to the letter, the con- 
stitutional question of the rigjht on the part 
of the people's representatives to initiate 
money votes met with a unanimous 
support. It was oaly tu bo expected that the 
public would sustain their representatives on 
matters affecting the genoral wellbeing of the 
colony ; but it must bo especially gratifying 
to those members of tho Houso who spout 
their lime in framing a general plan for the 
reduetion of the public expenditure to know 
that their efforts have been unanimously en- 
dorsed by the people at largo. Ou the 
second question — that of union of the col- 
onies — tho mooting was no less harmonious. 
The petition to the Assembly praying that 
the most vigorous steps should bo taken to 
bring about the union of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia was adoptod with acclama- 
tion — a result that was a ided, no doubt, by 
the very eloquent and appropriate remarks of 
the Rev. Mr. Oarrelt. Altogether, ttiorefoie, 
the meeting of Saturday night was a e;reat 
success. It 6ho\ved by its respectability, as 
well as by its numbers, how deeply the two 
great questions, economy and union, move 
the population, and how the old rule— '' in 
things essential, harmony," was followed out 
to the letter. 

Now that the representatives and tho re- 
presented are as one — that the people hare 
fully endorsed the uctiou of the House— it 
bocomes naturally a subject of intorost to 
know in what manner the Legislative Coun.nl 
and Govornor Kennedy will treat tho measures 
of the Assembly. It would be both unwise 
and unfair to hazard a prediction about the 
action of either or both the other two branches 
of the Government on the Estimates; but 
wo may hope that prudence will guide the 
counsels of those in power. His Kxoollency 
Governor Kennedy sees there is really but 
one opinion about the important questions 
which agitato tho public mind, and it would 
be doing Iris judgment a grave injustice to 
fancy for a moment that he would run counter 
to that opinion. Tho people aro tho pur- 
ties most intotos'.od in the Government 
of the country, and it is uot only against 
their interest but against their inclination tu 
havo it inefficiently performed. When they 
state, therefore, that such and such a sum is 
all that can be spared, His Exoelloncy may 
rely upon it that they arc nearer right than bo 
can possibly be. Mr. Young may say thai 
tho agitation on tho question is but u 
" cuckoo's cry," but ho sadly misjudgos Ihe 
deep current of public opinion at the present 
time, and has lallen into a most dangerous 
error il it be not speedily retrieved. So I.t 
as wo are concerned, we can udd nothing hi 
the expression which the people formally nod 
informally have given, but we can ask His 
Excolloncy carefully to weigh all tbo circum- 
stances of the case — to think for a moment 
how many people, how many interests on the 
Island aro depending to day on the question ol 
whether we shall have an expensive or a cheap 
Government — of whether the opinion ol the 
public will shape our legislation, or wiiothor 
it is to be guided entirely by nu irrespon- 
sible Executive We put these questions 
seriously, calm'?, and respectfully before 
Governor Kennedy. Wo ask him in all 
candor if he expects people to come Irom 
countries where free government exi Is — 
where tho voice of the peoplo's representa- 
tives is all potent — and settle in a colony 
where the paid public servants act as il they 
were Ilia employers arid the people the em- 
ployesf Wo ask him what other inlerest is 
there on the Island but the public intorost. 
and on what grounds the Executive presume- 
to dielato to tho public on matters which 
reason would point out are more ihor- 
otighly understood by tho people limn 
they can possibly bo by tho officials / VVa 
do not ask these questions querulously, 
but willi the desire that His Excellency 
may bo induced to look at matters in Iheir 
plain and unobseured light. Things have 
approached that crisis which creatus or da 
stroys public conlidenee iu the Executive. 
Everything, in this respect, depends on 
Governor Kennedy himsalf, Il he chooses 
to follow strictly constitutional precedent, 
and show that lie is desirous of currying out 
Ihe public wish, he can make himself as 
popular as ho wus when he first Cattle lo the 
Island. All doubts and anxieties ami ill- 
feeling on tbo part of the public will disap- 
pear as rapidly as the snow which recently 
blocked our streets. His Excellency has a 
sovereign remedy at hand, let him apply il iu 
4jood fallh and in good spirit ami ho will have 
no reason lo regret the conciliatory nature ol 
Hie stop.

PUBLIC MEETING-. 



RETRENCH WENT AM) 
UPHELD, 



Tho ITouwo Sustained. 



The Public mooting convened by llii 
Worship tho Mayor, on the requisition 
signod by a number of the citizens to con- 
sider the action of tho House of Assembly on 
the Estimates, and the question of Union of tbe 
Colonies, was held on Saturday evening in 
the Lyceum Hull. At the appointed hour the 
hall was crowded wilh a dense concourse ol 
tho inhabitants, a large majority of whom 
were rate-payers, embracing clergy, mer- 
chants, officials, clerks, tradesmen, mechan- 
ics, laborers, and in fact every class of the 
community. 

On tho platform were Mayor Franklin, 
Thos. Harris, Esq., Ex-Mayor, and members 
of tho Municipal Council, with Mr. James 

:ll and others. 

The Mayor in calling the meeting to order 
said it was not his intention to intrude his 
views on the meeting, but he would make a 
few geueral remarks. Tho object of the 
meeting was to consider the proceedings of 
tho House in regard to tho Estimates and 
tbe question of Union of" the Colonies. 
There was no doubt that if ever there was a 
time to exorcise economy it had now arrived 
[hear], and if tho House of Assembly in its 
wisdom had thought it right to cut off the 
Estimates und reduce the expenditure lo a 
smaller scale thoy deserved the thanks ol 
the whole community [applause]. At the 
samo time it was possible to go too lar, and 
care should bo taken not to injure the woik- 
ing of the Government in carrying out the 
extreme of tho case nod adopting a sys- 
tem of false ooonomy by reducing too many 
offices ntul underpaying those in ollices of 
trust. On tho whulo he thought that a tetter 
slate of things was now dawning upon tho 
country. The prospects in British Columbia 
wore much brighter. His Worship then 
touched on tho Union question and com- 
mented on tho folly ol tho two colonies 
with only 15,000 inhabitants between them 
having separale governments and a separate 
stall of officials. He alluded to the union 
sentiment in the sister colony and thj fiul- 
iog of opposition and ill-leeling towards ibis 
colony indulged in by a small section of the 
pcuple, remarking that it was a pity in this 
remote part of the world that these people 
could not act in harmony wilh their fellow 
colonists and try to build upn British feeling 
instead of destroying it. He was glad the 
Union question was now to be consideted, 
and he would like to see more union in our 
own town among public men, lie would like 
to see them sink private feelings and work 
together for the common good. Tho t'iiy 
Council (if the meeting would excuse him 
for alluding to tho shop) was a striking in- 
stance) of economy, for since he had pre- 
sided over them they had not spent a cont 
[applause], and the reason, which was a 
veiy good one, was simply tliBt they had not 
got it to spend [laughter]. He concluded 
by asking the meeting to support the Chair, 
to listen to both sides patiently uud not to 
indulge in personalities. 

Mr. James Fell came lorward, and niter 
Commenting on the importance of the reso- 
lution hn was about to oiler, and expressing 
the usual regret that it had not fallen into 
abler hands moved : 

Resolved— That this meeting fully endorses 
the action of tho mujority of tho Legisla- 
tive Assembly in their general scheme of 
retrenchment, and maintains, with tin- 
Assembly, tho rignt on tho part ot tho 
people's representatives lo originate and in- 
increase, us well as reduce items of public 
expenditure. 

Ho would like to ash tho meeting one 
question; what had brought them there? [A 
voice — 1 hear you apeak], Mr. Fell — Step 
forward, and I will make way lor yon. It 
wa.i to take into consideration what has been 
di ne by those you sent into tho House of 
Assembly. To tako in reviuw tho Estimates 
that have been passed. This was only a 
nmall community, and combined wilh the 
neighboring colony would not make a second 
rate English town, yot wo had two most 
cumbrous pieces of nuohinery in the shape 
of Government, and were likely to have lor 
some time. A crisis hud, however, arrived, 
tho members seeing that the people could 
no longer carry on the present burdens me 
system hud taken steps for relieving Ihem. 
Exception may bo taken to some of their 
acts, but taken as a whole he believed Ibe 
vast majority of those belore him would 
endorso everything they had dono [loud ap« 
plnusej. He did not advocate poorly pird 
labor, but n fair day's wage for a lair days 
work |beai] ; and if the gentlemen tilling 
Govornment offices have sufficient employ- 
ment ho would say retain them by all means, 
but if not, and sumo offices can be joined 
with others, thun abolish them, and the 
country would not Buffer through it [applause] 
There were some men who said the Assem- 
bly was not wuutod, they wero always poking 
their noses into business that did not coiic t.i 
them. Such men would liku to govern tbo 
country thomselves. He maintained, how- 
ever, tnnt he and all who paid their taxes had 
a perfect right lo know how the money is 
spent | hear]. 'I hero viore us shrewd and in- 
telligent men in this community as hu had 
found on any spot on earth [hear). Tho 
people had Iho power and the right to a 
voice in the Government ol the country, and 
ho called upon ilium to exorcise it. Most 
of those present came out hero to bolter 
thoir condition in lilo and push their way in 
tho world, and it was ihuir duty to . sustain 
thoir representatives who woro striving to 
promolo their welfare so long ns thoy repre- 
sented thoir vlows. There wan another 
question lo which he must refer, uud that 
was the necossity of being careful how mat- 
tors woro carried home, every thing should be 
properly placed before tho English people, 
who did not know tho whole of our wants, the 
whole ol our griovunees. Mr. Cardwell, he 
knew him woll, [loud laughter] was a slippery 



Roads und Assessor- That gentleman cuuhl 
not discharge all the duties; ho could not 
be surveying the roud lo Nanaimo and giv- 
ing information lo sett ers or attending to 
the assejsot's books al Victoria- Looking 
at the Ilia thing dispassionately ho could not 
endorse all the eels of the House though he 
was in favor of retrenchment.

During the groaning the speaker 
went on to say that he had not been asked to 
come there and speak, he expressed his own 
views (laughter and cries of let a taxpayer 
speak) Tho Chairman having asked for a 
quiet hearing. .Mr. Gillard proceeded lo in- 
dulge in iho figurative. In 'fi2 the House 
bad a stable and a good home. They had 
been obliged lo discharge Iho keepers, and 
wouid soon have to sell the slnble (laughter.) 
If in '62 the members hud foreseen what hi 
foresaw— [This statement was followed by 
shouts ol dorisive laughter which lasted for 
some time | Men were then Hocking ii to die 
country, They should have axed the people 
and given work to tbe unemployed (more 
laughter).

They gave 
the Governor £3000 a year and yet would not 
give him u secretary- (A voice— Quite right, 
toolj Could not the (i ivernor get the same 
salary in England! [Cries of no!] Then 
there was tho Assessor, thai was an olfieo 
created by Ihe Home Government and thoy 
could not strike il out Next was the Chief 
Justico who hud o mie nut with his wife and 
family for £1200 a year. There were hun- 
dreds and thousands in his o vn line of busi- 
ness who could make that [linghter], und 
yet ihey would not givo him a private secre- 
tary. It wes nigtrardjy [laughter.] The 
Attorney General's amount was ion low with- 
out fees. The Stipendiary Magistrals had 
been cut down to SloOO, who disposed of 
2000 cases annually. Tiny had struck out 
the clerkship at Xanuimo and also the magis- 
trate's pay. Who was going to pay lor the 
clerk? Gentlemen, continued tho speaker, 
I have only got one or two more ideas. 
[This announcement caused another roat ol 
langhler, which, however, in no way discou- 
nted Ihe speaker. J He wished to ask 
them whether they thought it fair to strike 
nut the item ot tf'J.'ni for a medical officer I 
Was it fair to make tho policeman, as a 
member had sai I, pay for medical attendance 
out of S2 a day [Cries of Yes and No].

Mr. W, J. Maedonald — How did you in- 
tend that the Harbormaster and Treasurer's 
position should work together ! 

Dr. Dickson said there might appear an 
anomaly in the thing but it was considered 
that the Harbormaster's officj und Postoffioo 
should be removed to it more ceultal situa 
lion and ih.it Hie Treasury ilepnrtineni 
should bo in tho sniie hui!d ng. [Applause.] 
However it was considered afterwards thai 
it would be bi tter as dungs stood jusi now, 
lo lmvo them separate, und ho hud moved in 
Ihe House to have the Treasury replaced 
with tbo smaller Biliary of S1700 it ye*r, and 
Ihe Harbormaster and I'ostmuster reduced 

10 $L700 a yuar. These salaries might ap- 
pear too small, bul ihe officials should bear 
part ol the brunt of the general depression. 
[ApplsnseJ. He did not likp la vole any 
man out ot office, und he could tell the 
mealing that the first night a'ter iho salaries 
wore abolished he could not slue]) lor think- 
ing uboul the nr. lor tun ate men who would 
bj turned out. ["Oh, oh 1 ' and laughter] 
The Private Seorotary to the Governor had 
been alluded to. Now he would tell ihem 
thai this office in former years was tilled by 
Iho chief clerk in tbe Colonial Office, and 
nothing was put down in the estimates lor 
private secretary, [Hear, heur] Willi 
regard lo making the stipendiary magistrate 
subject to the Corporation he believed it was 
Ihe rieht course, lie believed ho city no 1 
make the Mayor tbo chiel magistrate and 
abolish the office of stipendiary magistrate 
altogc'her. [Hear, hear and loud applause] . 
In Canada, with a population of between 
two and three millions, nearly all tho police 
court work was done by mayors or heads of 
municipalities. In Montreal wilh a popula- 
tion of 120,000 there was but one stipendiary 
magistrate, In Toronto, with G0,000, Ihcre 
was but ono. In London, wi;b 18000, 
Kingston with 18,000, and even in Quebec, 
Ihcro wero no stipendiary magistrates, the 
mayor in each instance performing all tho 
duties, There wero no paid inagiatrates in 
Canada— Ihey were all lion irory, and be 
thought it ridiculous ihut so small a commu- 
niiy as ours should inaugurate the cumbrous 
and expensive system ol stipendiary magis- 
trates, | Hear, hear and applause]- fnc 
speaker then went through the various itemi 
that had been voted, and remarked upon the 
amalgamation of the Registrar ol Deeds 
with the Registrar of the Supreme Court, 
li al the former gentleman WBi r. ot em- 
ployed an hour a day. Tho union of the 
Assessor's olfieo wilh that ol Acting Survey- 
or General was made ou almost similar 
grounds. Ono of tbo most capable men for 
Iho olfice of Assessor in tbe colony, had told 
him he would be very glad lo got StOO far 
performing the duties. The fact was tho 
ollicials had too little to do und it was 
thought better to get rid of some ol them 

10 make the rest work. [A ipiausc]. Tbo 
Government of tho countrj -as altogether 
too cumbrous, and one of t! • most iniquit- 
ous things about il was p .ing men to fill 
public oliices, and then having llieui Bitting 
in a Legislative Council wasting the public 
time. ( Hear, bear.) He would not, how- 
ever, trespass any longer upon their atten- 
tion. Oilier gentlemen had to speak, and as 
ho saw Mr. M'Ciure, who was -one of the 
Assembly's big guns, in tho room ; he would 
liku lo seo that gentleman mount the plat- 
form. 

Tho speaker then sat down amid moc i 
applause and amid loud and continuous 
shouts of " M'Ciure." 

Mr. M'Ciure after some liltle time came 
forward and ascended the platform. He said 
he was out of place in standing belore them 
on such an occasion as the present. As he 
understood it, the meeting was called to give 
iho public an opportunity of condemning or 
endorsing the action of the Assembly, and be 
thought il out ol place (or any member ol 
the Legislature lo take any pari in Ihe pro- 
ceedings. As he was called upon, however, 
hu would endeavor lo give the meeting in 
as few words us possible hii ideas of ihe 
resolution. This resolution called upon the 
public to endorse the recent action of ihe 
House with rogard lo the estimates. So fur 
as tho retrenchment sohtme was concerned 
ho was only sorry that the amount could not 
have been reduced even one-hall its present 
figure. (Hear, hear J There was, however, 
great difficulty in making a sweeping re- 
trenchment at once, il had to ho done gialu- 
ally- Besides in voting the estimates tho 
present year, there was an unusually large 
sum, embracing hospital, lire department, 
schools, steam communication, interest on 
loans, &c, &o., amounting in all lo 897,000, 
which the House could not possibly reduce 
without impairing the public interest or aL 
feoting iho credit of the counlry. Taking 
all things thcreforo into consideration Ihe 
Assembly, he thought, had done ihe best 
under ihe circumstances, in its system ol n 
trenebmcnt. (Applause.) So far as regards 
tho sympathy expressed by Ihe gentleman 
who preceded him lur the ollicials whose 
salaries had beon reduced or abolished, be 
(Mr. M'Ciure) oonb s-ed lo being morn cal- 
lous. When ho thought of the numbers ol 
poor men having families depending upon 
ihem wdio could yet nothing lodo — and when 
ho con idered that numbers of others were 
driven away from tho colony by the heavy 
burdeiiH thoy hud to bear, lie was not dispo 
sod to launch his sympathy on any class ol 
iifficials (Applause), lie was us anxious 
as anybody lo see a man pai 1 a proper price 
for Ins services, bul ihe circumstances of the 
colony denial! led lha reductions which the 
Assembly had made. The great evil of the 
colony was, however, in 1 1 * - - system of Gov 
arnment. Them worn too many ollieurs even 
yet. lie maintaiued ihal by establishing 
municipal systems throughout the colony the 
cost ol the general Government »lmuld n ol 
exceed 320,000 a year. ( Hear, hear.) Tl i 
was too much tinselled work about ihe Gov- 
ernment. It was altogether unsuited lo a 
small and struggling population. There w is, 
however, with some men und especially wilh 
Englishmen, a kind of superstitious rever- 
ence lor Government thai led lb on i" look 
with dismay on anything that interfered wilh 
its grandeur. He wus happy to say ho had 
no such veneration. [A lew hisses which 
woro drowned in loud und continued ap- 
plause], llo repeated it ho had no venern- 
lion for a Government. He looked upon il 
as he looked upon Mr. Hardy Qlllttrd 
If the latlei gentleman would sell him an ar- 
ticle as good as he could get olsewbere, and 
at a cheeper rale, he would patronise Mr. 
Gillard. If a Government could be carried 
on suitable to Iho inhabitants at a cheaper 
rate than the present hu was ol opinion lire 
peoplo should have that Government — 
applause.] They must, in fact, adhere tu 

11 u rigid rules of political economy, and ob- 
tain it as t:iey would niiy other n - 
r.essity of lilo, at the cheapest possible cost 
[bear, lieaij. A Government was merely a 
machine— as much a machine as a lire en- 
gine, and ils officials limbing more nor 'es i 
(ban public survanls. Vancouver Island bad 
too much of thu gewgaws nod gold luce. Its 
Government, from the Governor down, should 
be corposed of men not afraid lo take oil 
thoir 0\ I, but always ready to he working 
men in the truest oeiiHe of the W( rd [applause] . 
The poop,; had a difficult tatk before Ihem 
to open up and settle Ihe ootinlry. Tins il 
was needless lo say could uol be done, if the 
present expensive system were to bo carried 
out. Tho House of Assembly in making re- 
ductions in Iho expense were, however, not 
iuclinod to rdop there. Thoy desired that the 
country should be prepared for the reooptiou 
ol immigrants, and ihey had worked hard la 
puns measures llial would tend to this great 
objeot ; as things ut present Blond, however, 
tho work could bo destroyed by thn Upper 
lluuui! — us it hud boon last year — and men 
paid out of the public ireii-ury could eilootos 
ally thwart public measures. He did not 
know what Ihe l."gislnlive Council would do 
Willi the bills of the Assembly this year, but 

11 Ihey iiuiiuled their conduct ol lust session 



counlry. And ibis brought hjnj lo the possi 
biliiy ol u collision between the Assembly 
and iho oilier branches of Government. They 
worn all aware of tha'reBoIdtioo passed by the 
Assembly asserting its right to originate 
monoy votes; he saw that this question was 
embraced in the resolution belore the meet- 
ing, and ho would direct llieir attention to 
this Bubjeol particularly, for it was really the 
gravest question that could come before a 
free peoplo. If the public did not maintain 
tho action of tho House on this matter the 
whole retrenchment scheme would full to the 
ground; for it was found necessary while 
reducing a number of items to raise others 
It was not only this, howevor — il was oven 
more important than retrenchment — it was 
whether a gentleman sent irom England to 
this colony should have it in his power to say 
whul were the wauls of the country and how 
much the people should pay towards supply- 
ing Ihem [hear, hoar]. Now he considered, 
and it was u constitutional right, that the 
pooplo's representatives woro the authorities 
to say how much and for what purposes the 
people should bo laxod [applause]. This was 
tho point at issuo, und this was tho point that 
was likely to bring them into- oollision wilh 
Ihe Exeoutivc, uulesstbe latter body showed 
u disposition to abide by constitutional pre- 
ceuenr. lie cuiled upon iho meeting, there- 
lore, ii' thoy valued their rights as Brit- 
ish subjects, lo pa-s tbo resolution that 
was before them [loud applause]. 

Thu Chairman then put tho resolution, 
which was earned unanimously amid enthu- 
siastic demonstrations,
